He Washington lav/yer (”he’s a neat guy”) Burgess V/einman 
of the department of Justice! 1 encouraged her, in any crisis, to get a 
lawyer with no government connection. She said she had asked the postoffice 
about not getting her mail and they said the check had to be instituted from 
this end.'
